Brooksville’s Front Street 
is a credit to any town. Boast¬ 
ing all brick or stone build¬ 
ings the street is the center of 


business activity in Bracken’s 
Capital. 

The new bank build¬ 
ing and hardware store were 
the last buildings erected on 
the street, replacing wooden 
structures that were destroyed 
by fire March 11, 1919. 

The new bank is one of the 
most modern and up-to-date in 
this part of the state.

Independent Auditor’s Report 

We have audited the accompanying financial statements of the governmental activities, each major fund, and the aggregate remaining fund 
information of Bracken County, Kentucky, as of and for the year ended June 30, 2012, which collectively comprise the County’s basic financial 
statements, as listed in the table of contents. These financial statements are the responsibility of the Bracken County Fiscal Court. Our 
responsibility is to express opinions on these financial statements based on our audit. 

We conducted our audit in accordance with auditing standards generally accepted in the United States of America, the standards applicable to 
financial audits contained in Government Auditing Standards issued by the Comptroller General of the United States, and the Audit Guide for 
Fiscal Court Audits issued by the Auditor of Public Accounts, Commonwealth of Kentucky. Those standards require that we plan and perform 
the audit to obtain reasonable assurance about whether the financial statements are free of material misstatement. An audit includes examining, 
on a test basis, evidence supporting the amounts and disclosures in the financial statements. An audit also includes assessing the accounting 
principles used and significant estimates made by management, as well as evaluating the overall financial statement presentation. We believe that 
our audit provides a reasonable basis for our opinions. 

As described in Note 1, Bracken County, Kentucky, prepares its financial statements in accordance with the modified cash basis, which is a 
comprehensive basis of accounting other than accounting principles generally accepted in the United States of America. 

In our opinion the financial statements referred to above present fairly, in all material respects, the respective financial position of the 
governmental activities, each major fund, and the aggregate remaining fund information of Bracken County, Kentucky, as of June 30, 2012, and 
the respective changes in financial position and cash flows, where applicable, thereof for the year then ended in conformity with the basis of 
accounting described in Note 1. 

Our audit was conducted for the purpose of forming opinions on the financial statements that collectively comprise Bracken County, Kentucky’s 
basic financial statements as a whole. The combining fund financial statements are presented for purposes of additional analysis and are not a 
required part of the basic financial statements. Such information is the responsibility of management and was derived from and relates directly to 
the underlying accounting and other records used to prepare the financial statements. The combining fund financial statements have been 
subjected to the auditing procedures applied in the audit of the basic financial statements and certain additional procedures, including comparing 
and reconciling such information directly to the underlying accounting and other records used to prepare the financial statements or to the 
financial statements themselves, and other additional procedures in accordance with auditing standards generally accepted in the United States of 
America. In our opinion, the combining fund financial statements are fairly stated in all material respects in relation to the basic financial 
statements as a whole. The budgetary comparison information has not been subjected to the auditing procedures applied in the audit of the basic 
financial statements and, accordingly, we do not express an opinion or provide any assurance on it. 

In accordance with Government Auditing Standards , we have also issued our report dated January 30, 2013 
on our consideration of Bracken County, Kentucky's internal control over financial reporting and on our tests of its compliance with certain 
provisions of laws, regulations, contracts, and grant agreements and other matters. The purpose of that report is to describe the scope of our 
testing of internal control over financial reporting and compliance and the results of that testing, and not to provide an opinion on the internal 
control over financial reporting or on compliance. That report is an integral part of an audit performed in accordance with Government Auditing 
Standards and should be considered in assessing the results of our audit.

Last summer during a family 
reunion my parents, my brothers, 
and my sister and I, along with the 
children and in-laws, took a short 
excursion to the cemetery to visit 
some family gravesites. My parents 
grew up in the same small town, 
and all four of my grandparents’ 
graves are there, as well as the plots 
of extended family. All of my 
grandparents, and all of their 
siblings (my great aunts and 
uncles), are now gone, and so there 
is no denying the fact that my 
parents’ generation will be the next 
to “make the journey home,” as it 
were. When my paternal 
grandfather died, I distinctly 
remember having the realization of 



how important it was for there to 
be an afterlife, because I really 
wanted to see him again.

Our quest 
came up empty so if anyone 
has some mulch, or if they 
know of someone who has 
mulch to donate to this 
facility, the ladies would be 
most grateful!

We spoke with 
Carmella and she informed 
us that the Child Care has 
applied for a crumb rubber 
grant, but in the interim, 
there is a large playground 
area that needs to be covered.

Spring just can’t quite get 
awakened this year, but there 
are more and more signs of 
new life bursting forth each 
day. This Monday morning’s 
sunrise was breathtaking 
even though the clouds hid 
the sun once it made its way 
above the horizon! During 
the spring and fall seasons 
when the vegetation is down 
and the trees are not arrayed 
with their many and varied 
leaves, we are required to 
look for illegal dumps.

Bush or County Attorney 
Michael Clark so that this 
illegal activity can be stopped 
by legal action against those 
responsible for creating this 
dump site! 

The cities of Augusta and 
Brooksville have mandatory 
trash pickup but Bracken 
County does not have a 
mandatory trash pickup 
ordinance for the rural areas; 
therefore, illegal burning of 
trash and illegal dumping of 
trash along the roads and in 
the recycling trailers presents 
a problem. Rumpke trash 
service is available to rural 
residents at the monthly rate 
of $ 15.5 0. When you break 
that down, the cost is fifty- 
two cents per day, less than a 
can of pop! 73 % of Bracken 
County households subscribe 
to trash pickup, but a little 
more than one quarter (27%) 
of the households do not! It 
is that small number within 
the 27% range that generally 
creates the problems! We 
are not meaning to step on 
anyone’s toes because we do 
know that some folks take 
their garbage to the landfill 
themselves and some employ 
other means of trash disposal, 
which leaves a few to break 
the laws by illegal dumping 
and littering! Rumpke’s 
number is 877-786-7537 and 
they would be glad to get 
you started with trash pickup 
- today! 

Two roll-offs have been 
delivered to the county and 
are located in Germantown 
behind the firehouse, just 
beyond the recycling trailer 
and at the Animal Shelter on 
Hamilton Road. Please do not 
put tires into these dumpsters, 
any household hazardous 
wastes or liquid wastes, 
closed drums, appliances and 
no trash above the sides of the 
container which will result in 
an additional charge. These 
are Mason County Landfill 
regulations and it is our 
collective responsibilities to 
abide by these rules! Any 
metal can be left beside the 
dumpster for metal recycling. 
As always, remain good 
stewards by RECYCLING, 
REUSING and REDUCING 
to keep God’s earth clean, 
green and beautiful!

Program provides rubber 
mulch for playgrounds, 
tracks, athletic fields 

Gov. Steve Beshear and 
the Energy and Environment 
Cabinet today announced 
that $250,000 in grant fund¬ 
ing has been awarded for 
one landscaping project, one 
walking trail and 18 play¬ 
ground projects. 

Crumb rubber, made 
from recycled scrap tires, 
is used for mulch on play¬ 
grounds to enhance durabil¬ 
ity and safety; for fitness/ 
walking tracks; for landscap¬ 
ing, and on athletic fields to 
reduce soil degradation and 
increase safety benefits. 

Gov. Beshear said the 
crumb rubber grants pro¬ 
gram encourages environ¬ 
mental stewardship. “The 
Energy and Environment

When the Bracken Coun¬ 
ty 911 Center takes your 911 
wire line or cell phone call 
the dispatcher needs to know 
your location immediately. 
For wire line 911 calls the 
computer screen gives the 
name, phone number, and ad¬ 
dress of the business or resi¬ 
dence making the call but the 
information must be verified 
by the dispatcher. Cell phone 
calls only show the dispatch¬ 
er the cell phone number and 
co-ordinates plot on the 911 
map an estimated location. 

The caller must be able 
to verify the location and 
even more importantly for 
the responders, that residence 
or business must be properly 
marked for the responders to 
find it. Every residence or 
business should make sure 
that the address number is 
easy for responders to see day 
or night. Numbers on mail¬ 
boxes or driveway sign posts 
should be 4 to 6 inches high 
and posted on both sides. 

Clustered mailboxes are 
very confusing for respond¬ 
ers and many times extra 
minutes are wasted sorting 
out addresses on a group of 
mailboxes in the same loca¬ 
tion. If your mailbox is lo¬ 
cated with other mailboxes 
or your residence or business 
has a lane you should get a 
signpost for your driveway. 
Numbers should be contrast¬ 
ing to the surface they are at¬ 
tached to and visible from the 
road and at night. If you can¬ 
not read the address numbers 
from your own vehicle nei¬ 
ther can police, fire, or emer¬ 
gency medical personnel. 

The sign kits can be pur¬ 
chased at any hardware store 
for a small price compared to 
emergency units trying to sort 
your address out. The Brack¬ 
en County 911 and EMS have 
sold the signs to many peo¬ 
ple over the last 9-10 years 
and continue to sell them for 
$12.00 made to order in blue 
or green background.

Spring turkey seasons 
open this month in KY 

Kentucky’s spring wild 
turkey hunting seasons open 
this month. The good news 
for hunters is that Kentucky’s 
turkey flock numbers approxi¬ 
mately a quarter million birds. 

The youth-only season 
was April 6-7. The general 
spring season opens April 13 
and continues through May 5. 

While a complete listing 
of regulations is available in 
the spring hunting guide or 
online at fw.ky.gov, hunters 
should know some basic rules 
before going afield. 

For example, hunters may 
not mimic the sound of a tur¬ 
key in an area open to hunt¬ 
ing from now until the start 
of a spring season. However, 
a hunter may scout for tur¬ 
keys during the preseason by 
using an owl, crow, coyote or 
woodpecker call. These calls 
can make a turkey gobble and 
reveal its location. 

Hunters cannot possess 
electronic calls while turkey 
hunting, but they can use tur¬ 
key decoys powered by bat¬ 
teries. 

The youth-only weekend 
is open to hunters 15 years of 
age or younger. Youth who 
hunt turkeys with a shotgun 
must be accompanied by an 
adult who is at least 18 years 
old. The adult must be within 
reach of the shotgun at all 
times while hunting. Adults 
who accompany young hunt¬ 
ers during the youth-only sea¬ 
son are not required to have a 
hunting license or turkey per¬ 
mit. 

Resident and nonresident 
hunters ages 12-15 may pur¬ 
chase a youth sportsman’s 
license for $25. This includes 
a youth hunting license, per¬ 
mit for one deer and permit 
for one turkey. The license is 
valid for an entire license year, 
even if the hunter turns 16 af¬ 
ter its purchase. 

Shooting hours for spring 
turkey seasons are one-half 
hour before sunrise to one- 
half hour after sunset. Hunters 
may be in the field before and 
after shooting hours. 

Hunters may take any tur¬ 
key with a visible beard. No 
more than one bird may be 
taken a day; a hunter may take 
no more than two birds dur¬ 
ing the spring season. Hunters 
must call 1-800-245-4263 to 
check all harvested turkeys, 
even if they are license-ex¬ 
empt and took the bird on their 
own property. 

All turkey hunters, unless 
license exempt, are required to 
purchase and carry with them 
in the field proof of purchas¬ 
ing an annual Kentucky hunt¬ 
ing license and spring turkey 
permit. A spring turkey per¬ 
mit is $30. A resident annual 
hunting license is $20 while a 
non-resident annual hunting 
license is $130. A person who 
owns land in Kentucky, but 
is not a legal resident, cannot 
purchase a resident license. 

Short-term hunting li¬ 
censes good for one or five 
days are not valid for turkey 
hunting. A hunting license and 
turkey permit are included 
with the sportsman’s license, 
senior license and disability 
license. 

The $95 sportsman’s li¬ 
cense, which is only available 
for residents, includes hunting 
and fishing licenses, spring 
and fall turkey permits, a state 
waterfowl permit and a trout 
permit. If purchased separate¬ 
ly, these licenses and permits 
would cost $145. 

All hunters, if required to 
purchase a Kentucky hunting 
license and bom on or after 
January 1, 1975, must carry a 
valid hunter education course 
completion card while hunt¬ 
ing. License-exempt hunters 
are not required to comply 
with hunter education laws. 

Persons new to hunting 
who have not taken the hunter 
education course may buy a 
one-time temporary hunter 
education exemption permit 
for $5 online at fW.ky.gov.

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Emerald ash borer kills 
ash trees as it 
spreads across the state 

A 1/2-inch long dark me¬ 
tallic green beetle is respon¬ 
sible for the loss of tens of 
thousands of ash trees across 
northern and central Ken¬ 
tucky. 

The emerald ash borer, 
Agrilus planipennis, a native 
to Asia, was first documented 
in the state in 2009. 

“The emerald ash borer 
has now spread to 21 Ken¬ 
tucky counties at a mini¬ 
mum,” said Jody Thompson, 
an environmental scientist 
with the Kentucky Division 
of Forestry. “From three years 
of trap data, University of 
Kentucky researchers found 
that one of the largest (infes¬ 
tations) and potentially old¬ 
est is in the northern Franklin 
and Shelby County area.” 

Adult beetles emerge in 
late spring from May to early 
June and feed on ash leaves. 
After mating occurs, females 
lay 60 to 90 eggs on a nearby 
ash tree. 

It’s the larvae, the imma¬ 
ture stage of the beetle, caus¬ 
ing the damage from feeding 
on the inner bark (phloem) 
and disrupting the tree’s abil¬ 
ity to transport sugars and 
other nutrients. 

“If enough of the flow is 
cut, the tree will stress and 
eventually die,” said Thomp¬ 
son. 

The most reliable signs of 
this beetle are the D-shaped 
holes in the bark from which 
adults emerge. Another sign 
is finding an adult beetle. In¬ 
fested trees often exhibit a 
discoloration of the bark as 
woodpeckers try to get at the 
larvae. Branches in the tree’s 
canopy die and sometimes 
suckers grow from the tree’s 
trunk. 

Typically, it takes about 
two years for a mature ash 
tree to succumb to the em¬ 
erald ash borer. Ash trees in 
cities and suburbs are just as 
vulnerable as those in rural 
woodlands. 

Ben Robinson, small 
game biologist for the Ken¬ 
tucky Department of Fish 
and Wildlife Resources, said 
it would be a big loss to wild¬ 
life if Kentucky’s ash trees 
disappeared. 

“Ash trees are valuable 
as a seed source,” he said, 
“for songbirds, bobwhite 
quail, wild turkeys and even 
wood ducks in bottomland 
hardwood forests.” 

The exotic, invasive bee¬ 
tle probably arrived in North 
America in wood shipping 
crates carried by cargo ships. 
The Emerald ash borer was 
discovered in North America 
in 2002. By 2012, the beetle 
had spread to at least 17 U.S. 
states. 

In years to come, Ken¬ 
tuckians could be looking 
at a landscape with few, if 
any, ash trees. “Ash trees 
sucker and grow well from 
seed, so there’s likely to be a 
small lingering population,” 
Thompson said. 

All species of ash trees 
native to Kentucky, includ¬ 
ing the white ash, green ash 
and blue ash, are susceptible 
to the emerald ash borer. The 
blue ash, an heirloom of Ken¬ 
tucky’s pre-history, still sur¬ 
vives in remnant savannas of 
the Inner Bluegrass Region. 

“Fayette County has been 
chemically treating some of 
their large blue ash trees,” 
said Thompson. “To be ef¬ 
fective, chemical treatment 
has to be continuous.” 

Ash wood has a high 
strength-to-weight ratio and 
low shrinkage when dried. 
It is a valuable wood with 
many commercial uses for 
everything from flooring and 
electric guitar bodies, to tool 
handles and baseball bats.
